:By n vote of 42 to 81 the Senate Mon- 
day nfternoon passed the ship suhBldy hill 
In an amended form. This majority "of 
11 w-ould ordinarily bo considered decis- 
ive, but the vote, was, sensational and 
BlKiillicaiit bocaiiHc'elx of tlic best known 
Republican fjenators,. coming from the 
three Republican States of Wlaconaln, 
-Iown nnd Vermont,' voted with the Dcra- 
oerata In opiwaitlon to the bill. 

A wirpriHlngfeatureot the proceedings 
wns the adoption of nn amendment pro- 
posed by Mr. lltmna which In one clause 
apparently gives perm la'alon for a.shlp^ 
ping trust, nnd In another clause bars 
from the subsidy all foreign built ahlpa, 
ciittlag out two of the. American line's 
present licet, the New- Yorkand the Fhil- 
ndelphltii This lino wa'B supposed to be, 
tho BpccluJ beneficiary under the nhlp hill. 
Tho substantial riccord of tbe four 
Senators £rom Wisconsin and lown Is 
generally recognized as . nn Indication 
tlmt the delegations in. the House from 
these States also will be ojrposcd to the 
bill, nnd this will mean its almost certain 
defeat. 

The ttls Republicans who raised their 
voices ngnlnst the measure were Senators 
Allison, Spooner, Dolliver and Quarles 
from the West, nnd Senators Proctor and 
Dillingham from Vermont, Other 'Repub- 
licans were dissatisfied with. the bill, hut 
concluded to stand by tho patty. Tbe 
result is generally regarded a a a great 
personal vletory for Senator Hauna. Hla 
Influence, and nothing else, carried the 
measure through. 

No unfriendly amendments wore adopt- 
ed, nud tho bill ta now substantially as Its 
friends drew It.' If It f nils to secure. the 
results desired, they cannot blame the op- 
position for meddling. The Important 
a men d m en ts adopted were one by Sena- 
tor Allison limiting the postal subsidy 
to 55,000,000 u year for five years, and 
after that to $8,000,000 n year, nnd-one 
by Scnnlor, Spooiier, which 'virtually 
serves notice thnt the act mny be repeal- 
ed at an early dny. ■ , 

An nmendment offered by Mr. Hanna, 
and accepted after three divisions of the 
Senate, provides thnt while American clt- 
Izean mny acquire Interest In foreign 
steamship lines, no foreign-built ship Is 
to shnrc In subsidy or hereafter be admit- 
ted to American registry. ThlB was" in- 
tended to meet the criticism that Pier- 
pont Morgnn and other American finan- 
ciers intended to purchase foreign shlpa 
nnd secure American registry for them 
nnd n show In the subsidies provided for 
in this bill. Of course, ' Congress may 
change Its mind and vote such registry, 
ns one Congress cannot limit Its succes- 
sor a. 

How much this bill will' cost .the Unit- 
ed States treasury In case it becomes a 
law no one knows. Some one has calcu- 
lated that the postal 'subsidy will run 
well up to the limits fixed by the Allison 
amendment, or 5r»,000,000 n year for the 
next five years. I» has also been esti- 
mated thnt the general subsidy part of 
the scheme. will not cost more than. about 
.51,000,000 a year, but it was noticed that 
ZLz Tinnage rs of the bill were unwilling 
to bnvc n ny" 1 limits put upon this expen- 
diture. The expenditure may,, therefore, 
be reckoned at from 55,000,000 to $G> 
000,000 a yenr at the outset. . 

Strangely enough, the' Democrats nre 
well pleased. They count- upon the sub- 
Bldy bill, passed by. Republican votea, aa ; 
one of their strongest cards- In the com- 
ing cnmpntaiis. This explains why tbe 
DemocrntH did not put up n more stren- 
uous light against it, ns they did at the 
Inst session. 

There 1» no prospect that the bill will 
pass the House at this session. The atti- 
tude of the Iowa Senators Ind lea tea that 
Speaker Henderson's unfriendliness to 
the incaHitre Is well supported and likely 
to continue at least till after the fall 
elections.

Murphy waa 
In Washington n few days ago and made 
a vigorous pica for admission Into the 
Union. -lie made It unmistakably. clear 
to Congress that Arizona was * by no 
menus "an humble luendlennt"- begging 
timorously at the. congressional doers, but 
that she felt' herself entitled to odmls- 
ilon, nnd that this honor- was n matter 
of due justice. Of the Arizoniana Gov. 
Murphy said' that they embody tho 
strongest types of American cithensbtp 
and "strenuous manhood," nnd that her 
civilization Is ns advanced as that of any 
State in the Union. 

"The public, school nyatcm of Arizona," 
he continued, "her university nnd normal 
schools equal any In c I'll cle-i icy, and tho 
percentage of Illiteracy Is- not lower In 
nny State of the Union. Jlcr population 
ha a increased 104 per cent In a decade. 
Her wealth Increased $0,000,000 laat 
y ear, ■ a nd If.it were n 11 r n sses8Cd' t would 
exceed' jt00,000.000 *lo nft'scss'alire'valuA- 
tlons. Every Industry Is prosperous and 
tho territory has- a greater variety .of 
wealth-producing, resources thnn any oth- 
er State or territory la tho Union.

Gen. -Delarey's action ia 
sending a' captured and wounded general 
of high rank Into an enemy's lines would 
have been remnrkable under nny circum- 
stances. Under the circumstances pre- 
vailing In South Africa It Is amazing. 
; .Gen. Methuen ranked next to Kitch- 
ener In "the British nrmy operating* In 
South Africa. His capture, in view of 
tho policy toward prisoners pursued by

tho British, was most Important to the 
Boers. He might have been held as host- 
age for Boer, officers on trial for their 
lives. He might have been held for ex- 
change for Gen. Cronje, wboae rank In 
the Boer army corresponds with that of 
Methbenfri the; British nrmy. He might 
have been exchanged for a cumber of 
subordinate _ officers whose release' would 
he of great" ad vantage to the Boers. 

Gen, 'Delarey seems to have put aside 
all these considerations, and to have giv- 
en no thought to schemes of retaliation 
suggested by British methoda of treating 
prisoners. Animated by humane Impulse 
or influenced by the. fact that Gen. Meth- 
uen had been chivalrous nnd generous to 
members of the Delarey family, the Boer 
general sent the. British general to Gen. 
KItchencr'B lines at Klcrksdorp, where 
bis, wounds may receive proper attention. 

It matters not whether Gen. Methuen 
was released on parole or uncondition- 
ally, hit case stands in sharp contrast 
to that of Gen. Cronje, and ia fact to 
the case ot every Boer ofllcer taken pris- 
oner by tbe British.

The death at Pass Christian, Miss,, of 
Col. Francis W. Parker, director of the 
School of Education at the University of 
"^Chicago, removed a 
man noted as a 
leader In pedagogy. 
Overwork and 
stomach . troubles 
led to a general 
breaking down and 
finally to death. 

Col.' Parker waa 
CI years old, He 
was trained for a 
career In pedagogy 
and was teaching 
at Oarrolltoa, 111., 
when the Civil War

broke out. Ho went to the front with 
the Fourth New Hampshire volunteers, 
waa taken prisoner at Deep Bottom In 
1S01 and* was made brevet colonel for 
bravery, After the war be resumed 
teaching, He was tbe introducer of tha 
system ot divorcing pupils from their 
text books and the alphabet, ' spelling 
book, primer and reader were taken out 
of the elementary grades la tha schools 
which Col. Parker directed, He believed 
in teaching the children by letting thorn 
ace things and enact Ideas. It waa .while 
euperSu tending Use schools at Qulncy, 
Mais., that he put these Ideas Into effect 
and their ualquenesa caused both them 
and him to become widely known. From 
Qulncy he went to Boston as onc.of tbe 
supervisors In the" school system, but 
found no opening for,-, hla-o.wn plan of 
teaching In that old city. In the enrly 
60* s be accented the principalshlp of the 
Cook County Normal School, and went 
to Chicago believing thnt his new Ideas 
would take root In tho West, He set 
out to make tbe normal school the lead- 
ing school of the West, but met with 
opposition In tbe school board, although 
ho gained a following among students of 
pedagogy. Finally Mrs. Emmons Blnta4 
was attracted to his work, and gavo him 
a free hand by endowing the Chicago In- 
stitute, which was opened in September, 
1000. Last June the institute waa con- 
solidated with tho university, and CoL 
Parker' began what, promised to bo the 
satisfying period of hla life work as di- 
rector of the school of education' at the 
university. 

Col. Parker's Ideas of education htvt 
been widely followed and his. books on 
th!» subject ore among the most valua- 
blt works on pedagogy extant.

World's metropolis have already receiv- 
ed more than $0^000,000. In vaccination 
jwu.

■>'hlch has charge of the smallpox has-, 
pitnls, has already expended nearly ?2,- 
500,000 In equipping pest houses. To 
meet these extraordinary expenditures 
tbe board has been compelled to incur 
loans which it can only hope to repay In" 
the course of fifteen years. Inquiries 
and discussion regarding the situation 
have taken place In Parliament, 

A peculiar feature brought about by' tho 
epidemic in London Is insurance dgulnst . 
death from the disease. People flock:t6- 
the insurance companies, some of which 
have established special rates for the 
occasion, Tbe business of the. companies 
Is unprecedented. The average. policy Is 
$2,500, although some financial men 
have Insured as high as .$35,000; 
In the United States, 

The disease has been prevalent in tha 
United States for fully a year, but the ' 
past few weeks It has rapidly spread. So 
seriously is Philadelphia affected that ex- 
perts have been employed to check, if 
possible, the scourge and it is expected- 
that ?5DO,000 will he expended^ foe this 
purpose. The meu of tbe Quaker City 
have been vaccinated in such large num- 
bers that they have resorted to a device 
to prevent contact with, their aore arms. 
On their cont sleevca over the' vaccina- 
tloas they wear red flnuuel discs and 
these danger signals are prevalent on. the 
streets. 

Boston has a number of cases, but the 
wholesale vaccination hn3 held the dis- 
ease somewhat In check. The officials 
have had much trouble there with an tl- 
vaccl notion advocates, hut Uie policemen 
aided tbe doctors and enforced the rules 
of the health board, Tho compulsory 
methods have aroused a- hornet's neat. 

In the whole world tbe mortality among t 
persons unvacclnatcd has been. 85 per" 
cent, while among: those inoculated with 
vaccine virus the per cent ranges from 
6 to 8. Iu England of 4,754 cases which' 
were observed, tho death ratoamong per-" 
sona voccinated once was. 7.0" percent: 
twice, 7 per cent; three times, 4.2. per 
cent; four times, 2.4. Thus It seems 
that the oftener one Is vaccinated the 
better. 

Previous Kphleniies- 

In 18S5 a Pullman cor conductor from 
Chicago introduced smallpox Into Mori- ' 
treal and before tho disease could be 
checked 8,000 people had died. The. 
scourge continued there for years- nnd 
resulted In rioting In tho ■ streets.' In 
1971 an epidemic swept over Germnuy t / 
and was not allayed until 143,000 lives' 
had been sacrificed. At that time vacci- 
nation was compulsory In the army, but 
optional among civilians. Now vaccina- 
tion and rcvacclnatlon nre. compulsory 
throughout the empire. Infants are Inoc- 
ulated when 1 year old and again at tho 
age of 10. The. result has been n .very 
small per ceut of deaths from the dis- 
ease. 

When the Franco-Prussian war waa In 
progress the smallpox waa rampant 
throughout Europe.- .Tho -French, who 
had tabooed vaccination, lost 23,000 
men from the disease, -while .the Ger- 
mans lost only 278. French prisoners of 
war died by hundreds, while their Ger- 
man guards, who had been vaccinated 
and revacclnatcd, suffered not at all,

Provided with Scats, Proposed, ' tor 
Brooklyn Bridae* 

Greater New York Is now trying to 
solve the question of relieving the groat 
crush of people at the .terminals of the 
Brooklyn bridge during what are called 
the rush hours, which are In the morning,' 
at noon and In tho evening. Among tho 
plans proposed Is one by Bridge Commis- 
sioner LIndcnthal, advocating thia Intro- 
duction of a movable platform,, or side- 
walk, similar In design to that .operated 
at the Chicago World's Fair. 

Mr. Lindenthal proposes that' the main 
platform move at a speed often miles 
an hour and be approached by a series of 
three moving platforms, the first going at 
the rate ot two and one-halt '-. miles nn 
hour; the second five miles, and the third 
seven and one-half miles, -.' The' platrorm- 
is to form loops at the ends of the bridge," 
nnd to therefore move continuously In a v 
circle. The ^ platforms,; - affording '■" the 
means ot approach, will only be at the 
loops, but they will bo long enough to ; 
afford people ample time to reach aud to 
leave the' main conveying agency .whleinr. 
will be fitted with seals. At Chicago thtv 
average tluie allowed for getting on or 
off a platform was only three seconds,, 
whlle Mr.' Lluderithal's calculations al- 
low fifteen seconds, .

To further make the canvass interesting a 
third party ia talked of, but it is not known 
in which particular interest it is Bprung or, 
whether it w not an individual effort; pure 
and simple. 

The labor unions are receiving much at- 
tention loo and they may be a large factor 
for some one. Heretofore this element has 
been bandied through" their foreman, but 
it is more than possible that they may se- 
lect the man most favorable to their inter- 
ests regardless o£ other influences. They 
hold tbe balance of power if they can un- 
ite, it is only recently that labor unions 
have permitted politics to bo discussed, 
but to what extent. is yet something of a 
conundrum to the outsiders, That therein 
a growing disposition among tbeai to en- 
ter the political field with a view toward 
aiding their cause through this channel, is 
known horn the .many resolutions offered 
for consideration. There seems to be an- 
other strong interest entering this canvass 
and that is tbe selection of delegates, favor- 
able to a candidate for U". S. Senator, ns 
well as for the candidate for the legislature 
Both Senator Mason and Oongnwmnn 
Hopkins are well known to Lake county 
voters. That neither can secure' the full 
vote upon an informal Imllot i« generally 
believed. Senator Mason was for many 
years a resident of Waukegan and won 
popularity by bis genial manner. He is 
also well J iked by the old soldiers and 
their friends through bis efforts in their 
behalf in Congress. On the contrary lie 
will not receive the favor of those friendly 
to the State administration. 

So it looks on the face of the situation 
that the strife is going to be a spirited one 
Both have excellent political records; the 
one in tbe U. S, Senate, and tbe other 
is in tbe House.

Prom the number of candidates for sher- 
iff no one of them has a sufficient follow- 
ing to control, so far as heard from, yet,

At 
any rnte, I remember when the popula- 
tion Jumped In one Any from 000 to 
dO.000, nnd the next day Jumped back 
again. This was merely occasioned by 
a fair, and not a county fair at that, 
hut simply a little crossroads celebra- 
tion. It wns just after President Hayes 
had been elected. He was touring tho 
West nt the time, aiid the citizens ot 
Neosho Falls secured a promise from 
him to'attend their fair. The town wna 
fortunately on the line of a railroad, 
with a service of two trains a day, but 
when the company learned of, the Pres- 
ident's proposed visit a gang oC work- 
men nt once' slur ted to lay sidings: -Yt 
least n dozen were constructed around 
tho llttlo frame statlou, together with 
a Y for the convenience of the engines. 
When the great dny arrived tho Presi- 
dent was nt hand, with several incm- 
Hers of UTs Cabinet and a military es- 
cort from Fort Ullcy. The railroad 
company estimated Uiat 40,000 people 
visited Neosho Falls that day, and I 
dare say .some of them, are .talking 
about it yet.

■ big prp;Boor, meeting. .Hevconfessed 
that -he -was not In'the h'est-of health,, 
hnving been, troubled- with sonic appar- 
ently simple- stomach ailment.' 

■ Ho was riot willing to- allow. thu to 
Interfere with his speech, however,' bia 
great Interest; In the Son th'Africnn strug- 
gle having been heightened by the an- 
nouncement of the Boat success In the. 
capture of Gen. Methucn. It was noted 
during tho address that the ex-Qorcrnor 
threw an unusual amount'of energy and 
feeling lata bis words, nnd the 'collapse, 
the physicians tblnk^ resulted from over- 
straining his physical powers, . 

He went through to the end of his ad- 
dress without any evidence of weakness, 
but suddenly, Just as he stepped to the 
wings of the stage, befell into a dead 
faint, ' The audience.. that crowded the 
hail and had'been*'stIrred'by-hlB words 
was not at ouce clear as to what bad 
happened, "for the ex-Governor was not 
visible to those in the body of the house 
when he toppled over Into unconscious- 
ness.

was cared for. At midnight It was an* 
nouaccd that he apparently was out of 
danger. 

That more favorable condition lasted 
for perhaps an hour and a half, when, 
with scant warning the sick man's con- 
dition became much worse, and ho speed- 
ily lapsed Into unconsciousness. At 8 
a. m. the doctors were still In consulta- 
tion at the bedside, but were convinced 
that nothing they could do could postpone 
the Inevitable end, which came four hours 
later. 

Career of Mr. AUg-eld, 

John Peter Altgcld was born In Ger- 
many, .Dec. 30, 1847. When ho was 8 
years old his parents' emigrated to this 
country and settled on a little farm In 
Richland County, Ohio, His early edu- 
cational advantages wero meager. In 
1804, when but 10 years of ag*, he en- 
listed In the Union army, and remained 
la the service. until the close of the war, 

After spending several years In St, 
Louis, whither be went la 1800, AUgeld 
left for southern Kansas, tramping bare- 
foot across the country and doing chores 
for his meals. Thence he went to north- 
western Missouri, where he taught school 
and studied law. In 1872 he was admit- 
ted to the bar and located in Savannah, 
Mo. His first year there nt practicing 
his profession was a starvation time, but 
shortly afterward he was' elected city 
attorney and then State's attorney of 
Andrew County, ^ 

In 1S75 Mr, Altgcld located In Chicago, 
and entered on tbo practice of law. He 
bad then a capital of $50. Soon be had 
built up a lucrative practice and was In 
comfortable financial circumstances. Tea 
years afterward his wealth was estimat- 
ed at Bomctitlng like $1,000,000. Later, 
by speculations In real estate he la said 
to have lost the bulk of his property. 

In 1884 Altgcld rah for Congress in the 
Fourth district, but Was defeated, In 
1830 he became Judge of tho Superior 
Court of Cook .County, hut suddenly re- 
signed la 1801, Next yenr he was nom- 
inated for Governor and was carried Into 
fiowcr on the crest of the wave which 
snded Graver Cleveland In tho White 
House for a second term, 
' During his term as Governor Mr. Alt- 
geld bad ardent champions . and bitter 
enemies. One ' of his acts that' caused 
much dispute was the pardoning ot the 
anarchists, Kiel den, Schwab and Neebe, 
who were la the Joilet penitentiary for 
participation In the Haymarket riot. His 
Action during the great Pullman railroad 
strike In Chicago in 1504, when he failed 
to call out troops, and President Clove- 
land himself ordered them to the scene 
of trouble, waa. also a subject of much' 
debate. 

For, years Mr. Altgctd was an ardent 
advocate of the free coinage of silver and 
the municipal ownership of public utili- 
ties. In'the municipal campaign of 1800 
Altgcld bolted the nomination. of Haf ri- 
sen for Mayor and was defeated as an 
independent candidate. 

Mr. Altguld was married In 1877 to

Uati tu Whom tlio Honor of I in on I to it 

The question of a lite-saving boat 
ft-as Brat discussed- In the year 1780, 
at the little shipping town ot South 
Shields. There have been many ao- 
;alled Inventors of the lireboat, but 
(he question was settled satisfactorily 
lome years ago, and the honor given 
ro Will In m Would have, described by a 
(rientl us a "tail, uncouth, enthusiastic 
siaii." 

It was owing to the loss of the brig 
adventure, of. Newcastle, at the mouth 
jrthe Tyne. In the month ot Septem- 
ber, 1789, with the lose. 6[ all 'hands— ' 
the men dropping from the- rigging ex- 
hausted liy the cold and tntlgilc. and 
witnessed hy thousands- on shore, all 
powerless to give the'least assistance 
—this "having followed several dread- 
ful casualties that a determination 
was formed to try to lessen the risk 
Incurred by vessels, British or foreign, 
attempting to enter the Tyne In rough 
.veatfacr." The first to move in the 
matter was a justice of . the peace, 
Nicholas Fairies, assisted by several 
other Shields gentlemen. 
' A public meeting was called, and the 
whole question discussed, with the re- 
sult that prizes were offered for the 
best Invention of n lifeboat. But of 
all the models entered for the compe- 
tition none aatlslied the committee. A 
model entered, by u boatou 11 der— Hen- 
. ry Greathead by name— was considered 
quite useless,. a*ud another model ot 
tin, the Idea of Wouldhave, wns ridi- 
culed. "So you pretend to make a life- 
boat?" said one of the Judges. "What 
advantages do you say this thing pos- 
sesses?" L'Well,". was the reply, "I 
say it will neither sink nor go to 
pieces, nor lie bottom up. Will any 
ot yours do as much?" .But the others 
were Tar from being convinced. The 
two guineas that were offered Would- 
have were contemptuously refused. — 
London Mail.
